Mothering Sunday 

Mothering Sunday, March 25th, has its roots in a time 
when people went back to their ‘Mother Church’, often a 
Cathedral or large Parish Church, for a day of celebrating 
their unity. By gathering together in one place they were 
reminded that they belonged to a much wider family than 
just the local, so they were strengthened and encouraged in 
their journey. 

In our day Mothering Sunday has lost much of its reli- 
gious character. The focus has shifted onto human mothers, 
and an expression of gratitude for all that they have done 
for us. Commercial interests have inevitably made a mas- 
sive impact on the shape of the day. There are cards, cakes 
and presents in abundance. 

Whilst I am properly grateful for mothers in general, and 
for my own mother in particular, I do have a certain unease 
about the present emphasis of Mothering Sunday. Not all 
of us have mothers still alive, not all women are able to bear * 
children and so will never be mothers, not all of us have 
positive experiences of our mother, some of us have uneasy 
relationships with our children. For some of us therefore 
Mothering Sunday can be a most difficuit day, a time of 
reflecting on what we never had, or no longer have. Fur- 
ther, the pressure the day puts upon ‘real’ mothers to be 
perfect can be a heavy burden indeed. 

I would much rather the pre-commercial focus of Moth- 
ering Sunday be restored, at least in part. A time for cel- 
ebrating that we belong to a wider family, a broader com- 
munity, and of recognizing the support and encouragement 
that gives to us. Of course, for the Church that means cel- 
ebrating that our family is bound together by faith in Jesus 
Christ, and that our ‘fangily life’ and strength comes from 
him. 

Can | invite you, therefore, to join us for our Mothering 
Sunday Family Service at 10am on March 25th, and cel- 
ebrate what it means to belong to a wider family in Bar Hill. * 
You'll be most welcome.

Cycle Security Tips 

* Do not leave your cycle in isolated 
places. 

* Park your cycle safely and consid- 
erately where it will not cause a danger 
or obstruction to others. 

* Always lock your cycle when you 
leave it, even if it is only for a minute 
while you pop into the local shop. 

* Use proper cycle anchors or ro- 
bust street furniture e.g. trees, parking 
meters and railings for securing your 
cycle whenever possible. If provision is 
inadequate, bring this to the attention of 
the local authority or property owner. 

* Lock your cycle through the frame. 

* Lock your wheels and other de- 
tachable parts. 

* Remove smaller parts that cannot 
be secured and take them with you 
when you can, especially lights and quick 
release saddles. 

* Use strong locks and bolts to se- 
cure your cycle. 

* Property mark your cycle remem- 
bering to be clearly visible, securely 
fixed, in two separate locations and giv- 
ing clear information. This will deter 
most but in the unlikely event of your 
cycle being stolen helps police reunite 
losers with their cycles.

Mothering Sunday 


Mothering Sunday, March 25th, has its roots in a 
time when people went back to their ‘Mother Church’, 
often a Cathedral or large Parish Church, for a day of 
celebrating their unity, By gathering together in one place 
they were reminded that they belonged to a much wider 
family than just the local, so they were strengthened 
and encouraged in their journey. 

In our day Mothering Sunday has lost much of its 
religious character. The focus has shifted onto human 
mothers, and an expression of gratitude for all that they 
have done for us. Commercial interests have inevitably 
made a massive impact on the shape of the day. There 
are cards, cakes and presents in abundance. 

Whilst I am properly grateful for mothers in general, 
and for my own mother in particular, I do have a cer- 
tain unease about the present emphasis of Mothering 
Sunday. Not all of us have mothers still alive, not all 
women are able to bear children and so will never be 
mothers, not all of us have positive experiences of our 
mother, some of us have uneasy relationships with our 
children. For some of us therefore Mothering Sunday 
can bea most difficult day, a time of reflecting on what 
we never had, or no longer have. Further, the pressure 
the day puts upon ‘real’ mothers to be perfect can be a 
heavy burden indeed. 

1 would much rather the pre-commercial focus of 
Mothering Sunday be restored, at least in part. A time 
for celebrating that we belong to a wider family, a 
broader community, and of recognizing the support and 
encouragement that gives to us. Of course, for the 
Church that means celebrating that our family is bound 
together by faith in Jesus Christ, and that our ‘family 
life’ and strength comes from him. 

Can | invite you, therefore, to join us for our Moth- 
ering Sunday Family Service at 10am on March 25th, 
and celebrate what it means to belong to a wider family 
in Bar Hill.
